A WHIPSAW 

A comparatively small number 
of citizens seem to have realized 
it, but the “Single Tax”-Sale3 Tax 
Repeal Act and the “$30 Every 
Thursday” pension scheme— the 
two most controversial issues on 
California’s November ballot — 
are diametrically opposed to each 
other! 

Taken together, they constitue 
a curious commentary on political 
perversity, for thousands of ini¬ 
tiative petition signers doubtless 
signed up for both mea.=ures. 

Yet the so-called “Single Tax” 
would repeal the State sales tax 
and forever forbid any other sales 
tax, while the “$30 Every Thurs¬ 
day” act would levy the highest 
sales tax ever applied in any 
State in the Union. 

The 2-cent per week stamp tax 
on pension warrants, as contem- 
plaetd in the “ham and egg” pro¬ 
posal, would amount to a transac¬ 
tions tax, or sales tax, of one 
billwi, five hundred and sixty 
million dollars a year. 

The present State sales tax, 
which proponents of the “Single 
Tax” condemn as too high, brings 
in iBss than one hundred million 
a year — the bulk of which goes 
to .support of the public school 
system. 

“Ham and eggs” without a 
sales tax. in the opinion of the 
experts, is an economic impos¬ 
sibility— yet that is the order 
which debonair petition signers 
have .shouted to California voters. 

If the “ham and egg” pension 
propo.sal and the "Single Tax” 
should both receive voter-approv¬ 
al, California would find Itself in 
the following position: | 

It would have repealed the' 
State sales tax (and various 
other taxes), piling the burden on 
the common property taxpayer. 

And, at the same time, it would 
have enacted a new sales tax 15 
times greater than the one re¬ 
pealed—to pay pensions to its re¬ 
tired citizens greater than the 
average yearly income of its 
working citizens. 

In 1936, California voters de¬ 
feated all but four of the 23 
ballot proposals .submitted to 
them. They are quite likely to 
better that record in 1938.

H onestly, now. if this were 
an editorial—on, say, ’The 
State of the World,” it 
would be as simple as those lines 
by Whittier. That sweet. Even to 
the danger-point of becoming—a 
little—maudlin. ’That, as being a 
thousand times preferable to fall¬ 
ing into the danger of adding to 
this world’s present plethora of 
hate suspicion, hard-heartedness, 
cold murder. Not that we regard 
the maudlin as something to be 
aspired to either. As Davy Crock¬ 
ett said—or was It Solomon?: 
"Ordinarily, a weepln’ wom^ 
shouldn’t move you no more n 
would a bar’foot goose.” 

B ut Whittier, frail and gentle, 
so was he called maudlin 
back In the good old. bad 
old.

Bom for 
the Ivory Tower If ever man 
was; but out in the mud and the 
slander and the few against the 
mob when his Cause was In 
danger.

But 
brave as any hawk—brave as any 
Samurai—when fire in the grass 
begins to roar. Maudlin St. Fran¬
